Tie Imperial Govorn- 
ment has derinely. submitted its lnst proposal with creetest con 
cossions for the sake »f 2 rapid conclusion of the nee tiations, 
eni so it is thoueht th t there will be no further cbjaeétion by 
U.S.; if the U.S. Government accepts it, it can be sieed within 
a week or ton tays; eni if, unfortunsately, it ie rejected, there 
will be no possibility of contimiing the negotiations. Our 
lomeatic situntion positively -imite of no further delay of the 
negotiations, I, tho Minister, am now ing my utmost to avoid 
the crisis between Japan ani Grevt Britein ani‘ botwoen Japan and 
the United Statos. In cortain quarters in the country tho use- 
lessness of the negotiations was insisted upon, but this was 
supproseed ani caused the continuation of the norotiati ns to be 
decited upon; in viow of tho saii circumstencos it will be 
iavossible ani eni in a meanineless result to leley the negotia- 
tions any further. As a quick conclusion is possible deocnding 
upon the attitutes of Great Britain ani the United States, I 
losire the British Government to tako those circumstances into 
consiioration ani to make efforts for quick conclusion of the 
nesotiations." 


When I thus dwelt upon the urezoncy of tho situntion, the said 
ambassador, after listening, saemed to be toeply impressed for 
the first time by the real ureency f the situation, saiit that 
he would iesoatch a report to his Government to thet effect ani 
io his best to save tho situntion.

We are advised by the military that we are to have a reply from the 
Usited States on the 2th. If this is true, no doubt a decision between 
seace and war will be made at the Imperial Conference within the next 
day or two. It zoos without gaying here, of course, that if the U.S.- 
Japanese negotiations are brought to 4 successful termination, the 
various enterprises shall be launched in accordance with the plans which 
heve already been laid cown. 


Zowever, should the necotiations fail, since practically all pre- 
parations for the campaign are nearing completion, ovr forces shall be 
nadle to advance within ten days. 


Under these circumstances, there shall have to be sone alteration 
in the progrem we have laid out for the various enterprises. We shall 
heve to establish organs ana conduct negotiations in compliance with 
the campaign. The thing that we are most concerned about is whether it 
ig the policy of the government or the Imerial Headquarters, in the 
event of war, to proceed with military operations and at the sane time 
epintain the status quo of the French Indo-China governnental set-up. 

It is not only essential that we ve advised of this, out we wish to make 
necessary pre-arranzenents as early as possible. 


If you have any opinions as to the development of the U S.-J apanesc 
negotiations and as to the outlook of the aforementioned matter, 
please inform this office 4s soon as possible. 


of course, I realize that secrecy is of the utmost importance but 
according to press reports, the United States aonferred with the repre- 
sentatives of Britain, Australia, Netherlands, and Chine in Washington, 
ang, hence the governments of these countries are now aware of the matters 
oeing discussed in the U.S.-Japanese negotiations.
